The Disease Declared Epi- 
demic by the Mem- 
phis Authorities. 


Absentees Warned | Not to Re- 
turn Until Further 
Notice, 


Thirty-nine New Cases Register- 
ed in That City Yes- 
terday. 


Camp Marks, Outside the City, 
Entirely Free from 
Fever. 


Not a Case Reported in New 
Orleans in Thirteen 
Days. 


Fatal Result in a Case Contract- 
ed in Brooklyn. 


MEMPHIS. 
THE DAY’S DOINGS, 
Spectal Dispatch to 1.4 Trivrne, 

Murat. Teno., Aug. 9.—Twenty-one new 
cases and five deaths were reported to the 
Board of Health to-day. Ten of the newlv sick 
are white, and eleven colored. The deaths 
were all white, viz: Mrs. Frances Getz, Mrs. 
A. Boyd, L. Tober, Miss Lizzie Getchell, and 
Roberts. 

The fever is gradually extending its field, and 
prostrating fresh victims in new places. Re- 
ports from Camp Marks to-day say that the lit- 
tle village is free from all kinds of sickness, 
and the only yellow-fever case at the Hospital 
near is Mr. Lyle, who is convalescing. 

The yellow-fever excitement along the line of

DECLARED EPIDEMIC. 

The Board of Health issued an address to the 
City Government, declaring the fever opiaemic, 
and warning citizens absent not to return. 

Following is the official announcement: 

The Board of Health being informed that there 
is disposition manifested on the part of some ab- 
eentees from Memphis to return sooner than it 
would be advisable, and as this disposition may be 
intreased, itdeems best to submit ine following 
statement in regard to the prevalence aad spread of 
yellow fever inthe city. Though the death rate 
from yellow fever up to Aug. 2, the date of the last 
regular weekly report, exceeded the deaths from 
ail other causes by afew, and being less than that 
of the week previous, the Board of Health was en- 
couraged to believe that it would not exceed 
this number for any wee« during the prevalence of 
the disease, and as no practical ¢ it was 
thought. would result from the formal aunounce- 
ment of the epidemic, it declined to make suen 
announcement.

A Lull im the Excitement Caused by the 
Bank Suspensions. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

MontTereaL, Aug. 9.—The quietness that pre- 
vails in financial circles to-day was a striking 
contrast to the excitement of yesterday. From 
noon all semblance of arun on the City & 
District Savings Bank ceased, and altbough the 
office was keot open an bour later than usual 
to accommodate any anxious customers, yet 
there wereno withdrawals.. The aggregate paid 
out dy the bead office and its branches 
throughout the eſty yesterday amounted to 
$418,600. A considerable portion of the money 
taken out yesterday was brought back to- 
day, and it is more than likely that 
if the Directors agree to vay the interest, 
nearly the whole amount will be restored inside 
of a week. ‘ 

A vumber of depositors from the country 
came in this morning, but, their inquiries as to 
the solvency of the dank resulting satisfactorily, 
very few applied for their money. 

Notwithstanding the panic, the amount de- 
posited by the regular customers of the bank 
vesterday was $2,000 in excess of ordinary days. 
Some of the poor people who withdrew their 
deposits were robbed by pickpockets before they 
got home, one unfortunate woman having $457 
taken from her immediately after leaving the 
benk. 

The clergy of all denominations aided mate- 
rially in restoring confidence and allaying the 
excitement by giving counsel to the people. Dr. 
Hingston’s speech yesterday bad also much to 
do with quieting the fears, as great confidence 
is placed in him by the timid. The interest 
saved to the bank by the run is $8,360. 

The Directors of the Ville Marie Bank have 
held several meetings, but have not yet finally 
determined upon what course they will take. 
The general opinion is that the bank will go 
into liquidation, 

The run upon the Hochelaga Bank only 
amounted to a few thousand dollars. The 
Directors insist that they are prepared for any 
pressure brought against them. 

The feeling in financial and business cifcles 
to-day was generally the reverse of jesteraay. 
People take a muchfmore hopeful view of fut- 
ure prospects, and think trade will be much 
strengthened and advanced by the elimination 
of rotten banks and unsound traders. The 
quotations for Consolidated and Exchange Bank 
bills continued to-day at from cents to 90 
cents, and Ville Marie at 75 cents to 80 cents. 

M. H. Gault, M. P., President of the Exchange 
Bank, will go to Toronto and Hamilton on 
Monday, with the object of transferring the 
agencies of the bank. He says no bank could 
have withstood such arunu in proportion to its 


capacity.

A DEFAULTER.

Drrnorr, Mich., Aug. 9.—To-day the an- 
nouncement was publicly made that Charles F. 
Barron, late General Freight and Passenger « 
Agent of the Detroit & Bay City Road, was a 
defaulter to a large amount. On Saturday he 
went to the Superintendent’s office, drew bis pay, 
and left the city. Since that time be has not been 
seen, and, his wife becoming alarmed, left town 
on Thursday last in search of him. The trouble 
with Barron is undoubtedly a mania for wheat 
sveculation. While employed on the Chicago & 
Northwestern he became financially involved by 
dabbling in grain margins, being doubtless at- 
tracted to the fascinating game by an extensive 
acquaintance with Chicago operators. In 1874 
he was appointed Assistant General Freigbt 
Agent of the Michigan Central, with head- 
quarters at this city. It is said that the 
authorities of tne road knew of his troubles, 
but, on his promises to refrain from such dan- 
gerous pursuits, gave him the position, but that, 
notwithstanding this, he frequently indulged in 
similar speculations sub rosa. About two years 
aro his rs were in bad shape, largely caused 
by ais previous losses, and he went through 
bankruptey, his assets; as announced by a De- 
troit newspaper, beipg a house aud a 
diamond pin. Last year he resigned bis posi- 
tion on the Michigan Central to accept the Gen- 
eral Freight and Passenger Agency of the Bay 
City Road. His operations sint e that time have 
been bolder, 2 bis means into coosidera- 
tion, than ever before.

NAPOLEON LA MOUNTAIN, 

The habeas corpus case of Napoleon La 
Mountain, one of the Reno gang of train-wreck- 
ers, was heard yesterday morning before Judge 
McAllister. According to the petition, be is in 
Joliet, having been sentenced to State’s Prison 
by the Circuit Court of Madison County, and 
be claims his detention is unlawful. It seems 
that on the 20th of October, 1871, La Mountain 
was sentenced to eight years in the Penitentiary 
for robbing a train on the Chicago & Alton 
Road. He broke jail the day of bis sentence 
and went to Michigan, where he committed 
borglary, was tried and sentenced to 
egbt years there. This term be 
served out, and was released in August 
_1878, his good time having lessened the eight 
years. On his release he was immediately ar- 
rested by the Sheriff of Madison County, who 
wanted him on the first sentence, and it is this 
imprisonment which is claimed to be illegal. 
The sentencce directed that be should be eon- 
fined in the State Penitentiary at Jonet for the 
period of eight years from this date (Oct, 20, 
1871), and, om the bearing, La Mountaio’s law- 
vers, Breckiaridge & Son, claimed that the 
judgment was erroneous because it fixed the 
time from which the imorisonmeut sbould com- 
mence, that the eight years from Oct. 20, 1871, 
have elapsed, and hence he cannot be legally re- 
tained in jail any longer.

Hann Brothers have just issued, in their 
series of cheap and handy publications, the 
paper prepared by Mr. Epwarp Arxrnson, of 
Boston, under the title, Labor and Capital 
Allies, Not Enemies.” Mr. Arxmison is dis- 
tinguished for the clearness with which he dis- 
cusses all questions, for the absence of preju- 
dices and old-time notions, and for the fear- 
lessness with which he assails and exposes 
those policies founded on selfishness. He is 
a practical man: he writes from personal 
knowledge enlarged by long experience and 
careful, candid study. He is no mere theo- 
rist; he never uses facts and figures to make 
out a result previously determined; he uses 
thé facts, and presents the result they pro- 
duce. The present paper is clearly and forci- 
bly written, and no one can read it without 
concédifig to the author great ability and 
great fairness, — | 

After enumerating the various questions 
of an economic character which have been 
presented, some of which are now on trial, 
he states that the greatest economic 
problem of the century—Slavery—has been 
settled, That no longer stands in the way 
of a settlement of those relating to the pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth. How 
few comprehend the magnitude of the in- 
dustrial revolution throughout the recent 
Slave-stricken States! Who that participated 
in the Emigrant Aid Company to fight 
Slavery in Kansas in 1856 could have fore- 
seen that they were planting the seed in that 
State for a crop of 32,000,000 bushels of 
wheat and 89,000,000 bushels of corn in 
1878, or that they were providing a way for 
the 700,000 people now living in that State? 
Who could have foreseen in emancipation 
the opening of the empire of the Southern 
States to occupation by self-respecting and 
respected men? Texas, alone greater in 
ates than the German Empire, has only just 
been opened by this economic progress from 
slave to free labor. Nothing since the in- 
vention of gunpowder, when the bullet 
destroyed the power of brute force, has been 
done leading so directly to an equitable dis- 
tribution of the produets of labor as the arm- 
ing of the freedmen with the right of suf- 


frage. 

While this industrial revolution has taken 
place at the South, the instinct of the people 
has remained true, and it has been reserved 
for a democratic Republic to be the first na- 
tion in the world that, having forced an 
irfedeemable Government note into circula- 
tion as money, redeemed that note in true 
money without partial repudiation. Underly- 
ing the fiscal problems is that called the 
‘abor question, which touches the deeper 
principle in respect to the production and 
distribution of wealth, 

‘ Capital cannot be considered simply as a 
wage fund; it is a wage force, and the 
amount of wages that can be distributed de- 
pends as much on the skill with which the 
capital is directed as on the amount used. 
In the matter of production and distribution 
this Nation has passed through three periods, 
and is now entering the fourth. A century 
ago every effort was needed to obtain food, 
fuel, clothing, and shelter. To be idle was 
a crime, and the Sabbath-day could scarcely 
be spared from the daily struggle for the 
barest means of living. Later, population 
had spread; there was excess of food in one 
place and scarcity in another; effort was 
needed to distribute, and the construction 
of highways became important. This ended 
in the railway system. The mechanism of 
distribution had made the Nation one great 
commune, The third has been one of in- 
dustrial reconstruction. The War, railway 
mania, public extravagance, an inflated 
currency had led to a concentration and 
misplicement of workmen in special 
localities, and in occupations not sus- 
tained by the normal demands of peace. 
New centres had to be established, and, 
as these have been formed, the conges- 
tion of the older ones have been removed. 
The fourth period is now at hand. How can 
we stimulate the consumption of the excess 
of production of every substance needed 
for material welfare? Our means of pro- 
duction are far in excess of our needs 
for consumption. The use of machinery 
has made good wages or earnings consistent 
with low cost of production. The mass of 
the people of China are yet clothed with cot- 
ton woven by hand; 6 per cent of their cloth 
only is machine-made, yet one operative in 
Lowell can in One year produce the cotton 
cloth needed for the year's supply of 1,500 
to 1,800 Chinese. The exchange of services 
depends not on the wages of the Lowell oper- 
ative, but mainly on what the Chinese can 
produce that we want. The more tea, sugar, 
and silk we consume, the greater outlet for 
the articles we produce in excess. Our 
problem is not how to save, but how to 
spend ; not how to spare, but how to use the 
excess of our abundance of the necessities 
of life in order to get for our people comforts 
and Juxuries. Machinery, which now by the

and meat 1,000 miles to the measure of one 
day’s wagen ot a laborer in M wsselrusetté. 
He moved 500 pounds of meat and flour 
from the West to Massachusetts for $1.25 ; 
he abolished distanés, aid His small accre - 
tion wos d ttifling share of the labor be 
saved to the. of Massachusetts. A 
hundred years ago it required the arduous 
laber of one person in every family of five 
to spin and weave the cloth for the scanty 
home-spun clothing of the family; now one 
person in each 250 can prodace the cotton 
and woolen fabrics which make the garments 
of the most liberally clothed people in 
the world, After explaining the prog- 
ress in th efficiency of capital, 
and the improvements in the conditioh of 
the factory operatives, under the beneficent 
force of competition, he states that invention 
and competition have modified, changed, and 
enlarged the factory of 1860, and substituted 
a greater absolute capital at less value for 
each spindle or loom; competition has re- 
duced the cost of labor in the yard of coarsé 
sheeting to a cent and a quarter, has in- 
creased the abundance, enlarged the market, 
decreased the hours and drudgery of the 
labor, and increased the earnings of the 
operatives both absolutely and relatively. 

The production of the means of subusist- 
ence is the joint work of labor and cp~ tal. 
Neithér can be effective without the other. 
Material welfare consists in ample consump- 
tion; ample production assures abundance ; 
and, under the law of competition, abundant 
production assures rapid and more equal 


consumption. The harmony of inter- 
ests lies in the fact that both in 
the ratio to the increase in the 


amount of capital and to its effectiveness 
production 1s increased, and the share of the 
annual product falling to eapital is relatively 
less and less in proportion to that which 
falls to labor. In other words, the absence 
of communism—that is to say, inequality 
in respect to possession of property—leads, 
as time goes on, to practical communism in 
consumption; that is, to a more and more 
equal distribution of the products or means 
of subsistance that are necessary to comfort. 

Mr. Arxinson enforces the general doc- 
trine which we have, thus briefly sketched 
by reference to the statistics of the State of 
Massachusetts. He estimates that $1,000,- 
000,000 represented in 1875 the value of all 
the property in that State which is capital, 
—the result of the labor saved for future 
use; this does not include the roads, 
bridges, school buildings, churches, pub- 
lic buildings, etc., etc.; these are common 
wealth, in no sense productive. When com- 
puted, the capital of a thousand millions of 
dollars equals only $600 to each in- 
habitant. The total production of the 
State ie 574,000,000 a year. The average 
annual product is $200 per head; the capital— 
the saved labor of two and a half centuries— 
is therefore equal only to three years’ pro- 
duction, and perhaps not more than two 
years’ production; and, if all the capital of 
the State were destroyed, and the work of 
the people could be turned from mere 
subsistence to the construction of mills, ete., 
they could at the utmost in three years 
restore all the capital that now exists. 
Under the law of competition, the percentage 
of profit on capital isso reduced that if it 
ean find any employment which, after dis- 
tributing to labor 95 to 97 per cent of the 
production, will retain the rest, it will gladly 
engage init. The producers first get 95 to 
97 per cent of the production, and the owner 
of the capital 3 to 5 per cent. This latter 
portion bas again to be distributed among 
the tradesmen who supply the family and do 
the household work of the capitalist. These 
results are verified by copious references to 
facts set forth in detail. 

It follows, then, continyes Mr. Arxrnson, 
that if conflict there is to be in the distribu- 
tion, it must be among those who now con- 
sume ninety-seven parts of the annual prod- 
uct for the cost of living, and not between 
them and those who save three parts to pro- 
vide for the future needs of millions yet un- 
born. He states the only three possible 
modes of distribution : (1) By the free ex- 
change of services, the service rendered be- 
| ing measured by the one received; (2) by 
taxation, and State expenditure of the pro- 
ceeds; and (3) by alms-giving. It is unnec- 
essary for us to follow his argument on 
this branch of the subject. It is only neces- 
sary to understand that capital is merely 
saved labor; the man who works at $1 a 
day and saves $1 per week saves one day's 
labor for the future. He has the means of 


employing one day’s labor thereafter. All 
capital is the accumulation of saved 
labor,—the means of making labor 


productive. In the harmonious union of 
these consists the profit of both. Of the 
things produced, labor receives from 90 to 95 
per cent; when it demands all the product, 
then capital is withdrawn or destroyed. It 
is in the interest of capital to have the ut- 
most production; outside of gambling and 
speculation, the profits of commerce are 
now in cents and half-cents, and in the mul- 
tiplication of small gains. The greater the 
abundance, the greater the consumption and 
the greater supply of the means of subsist- 
enos and comfort. Capital is not only essen- 
tial to production, but its ally and friend,

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THE FREE-THINE@RS IN POLITICS. 
If there is any limit to political folly, it 
has apparently been reached by the small 
coterie of professed and dogmatic infidels 
who have resolved to hold a conference in 
Cincinnati about the middle of next month, 
with a view to organization for political pur- 
poses, It is surprising that men of so much 
ability and character as Rosgrt G. Ixornsotl,, 
James Parton, and Exizur Waronr should 
consent to fritter away their time and dis- 
sipate their influence in so inconsequential 
a movement. The true aim of politics is 
good government, and it is the duty of every 
citizen to identify himself with the particular 
party which he believes best adapted to the 
practical achievement of that purpose. All 
extremists, however, are inclined to give 
their pet hobbies precedence over practical 
political issues. The result is the formation 
of a number of factions, which, without the 
smallest hope of ever influencing directly the 
policy of the Nation, or even a single com- 
munity in the Nation, serve to divert the at- 
tention of a part of the public from the live 
issues of the time, and thus assist the 
demagogues by indirection. Nearly every 
important city in the Union has two or three 
Greenback parties, two or three Communist 
and Labor parties, and two or three Teetotal 
parties in addition to the regular political

COMFORT FOR THE WORKING CLASSES. 
Happiness in this life is largely affected by 
comparative conditions. Men become con- 
tented or discontented by comparing their 
lot with that of others, and their present 
surroundings with those of some previous 
time. We easily reconcile ourselves to seem- 
ing hardships when we look around and dis- 
cover others who have more reason for com- 
plaint. The foreign laboring classes in this 
country, who make the most outcry, will do 
well to temper the frequent denunciations of 
certain demagogical leaders by referring 
them to the actual condition of the same 
classes in other cotntries. A huge propor- 
tion of the city workingmen in the United 
States are of foreign birth. They have come 
here from Germany, Ireland, England, 
France, Poland, Italy, Bohemia, and Scandi- 
navia in large numbers. They are received 
into full political fellowship after a very brief 
term of preparation, and enter at once, upon 
their arrival, on equal terms and facilities for 
earning a livelihood. It would be profitable 
for these people to devote a little mora con- 
sideration than they usually give to the im- 
provement in their condition which has re- 
sulted from their change of home and alle- 
giance. Som recent statistics will furnish 
them with a basis for comparison, The fol- 
lowing dispatch from Washington will do to 
start on: 
‘*‘Wasnincton Aug. 7.—The reports from the 
United States Consuls on the condition of labor in 
the several countries of Europe, which have been 
prepared for publication by the Department of 
State, their pubsication being provided for on the 
last day of the recent session of Congress, will be 
ready for distribution in a few days. These ro- 
ports cover all phases of the labor question in 
Europe, viz., the rates of wages, the hours of 
labor, the habits of the working people and their 
manner of living, capital and labor, strikes, drink - 
ing, trades-unions, Socialism, Commanism, etc. 
The condition of the working people of Europe, 
their continued struggle with most adverse cir- 
cumstances, as compared with the condition of the 
working people of the United States, is well 
portrayed in tnese reports. The following startling 
facts are clearly proved by these reports: 
1. That wages in the United States are double 
those of Belgium, Denmark, France, and En- 
gland; three times those of Germany, Italy, and 
Spain, and four times those of the Netherlands. 
. That the price of the necessaries of life are 
lower lu the United States than in Europe, and 
that the laborer in the United States, were he 
satisfied with the scanty and miseravle fare upon 
Which the European laborer must live, can par- 
chase like food for less money than it can be pur- 
chased for in Europe. 
**3. That the French working people, with far 
less wages, are happier than the working people of 
Great Britain, who receive the highest wages in 
Europe, on accoant of the steadiness and the 
economical habits of the former, and the strikes, 
drinking habits, and consecuent recklessness of 
the latter. 
4. That more misery results from strites, 
drinking, Socialtem, and Communism in England 
and Germany than from all other causes combined,

conflict with their employers, to cultivate 
habits of temperance aud frugality, and to 
better their own condition and that of their 
offepring by steadfast co-operation in the 
further development of the country’s re- 
sourees and enlargement of its industries. 
The gate-money demagogues advocate 
precisely the opposite policy. They seek to 
excite the foreign workingmen to make war 
on capital, 4 e., on their employers’ in- 
terests, which, if successful, will de- 
stroy the advantages this country gives 
them and place them upon a plane 
with the struggling masses of Europe. The 
demagogues would have them embarrass in- 
dustry with arbitrary trades-union theories 
that place the provident and improvident, 
the skillful and unskillful, the sober and the 
dissolute, upon the same dead-level. The 
demagogues advise them to reduce produc- 
tion by reducing the hours of labor, and shut 
off American products from successful com- 
petation with those of other countries by ex- 
acting ten hours’ pay for eight hours’ work. 
The demagogues encourage them to contrib- 
ute their savings to gate-money, and beer, 
and games, and howl about oppression when 
those savings are thus dissipated. The 
sensible and reflecting workingmen will turn 
away from these vicious counsels and find 
ample consolation for fictitious ‘‘ oppres- 
sion” in the contemplation of the actnal suf- 
fering they escaped when they quit their na- 
tive homes. 

INTERESTING YOUNG MEN. 

The London Saturday Review philosopher 
has turned his attention to interesting 
young men,” and examines their character- 
istics in a very clever and searching manner, 
though not from a very flattering or exalted 
standpoint, as he classes them in the same 
species of pets as pugs and poodles. From 
his analysis, the English interesting young 
man appears to be essentially of the same 
type as his American brother. He is de- 
scribed as good-looking, pale, and thin. 
This holds true the world over, though why 
it should be soisa mystery. A fat man can 
never hope to be interesting in the eyes of 
lovely woman. Why a few pounds more or 
less of fleshy avoirdupois should make such 
a radical difference in the likes and dislikes 
of woman is unaccountable, and as mysteri- 
ous as the preference of most men for a 
small female foot,—the small foot in almost 
every instance being but a scraggy collection 
of bones with a thin covering of skin. Of 
course there are kindly-disposed women who 
love fat men and tackle kindly to them. 
There are fat men who suooeed in getting 
admission to female circles by reason of 
their good nature and general jolli- 
ness, but they are only tolerated. 
They are not interesting. They are 
too apt to get heated and red in the face. 
They can’t stoop to pick up a lady's hand- 
kerchief or glove without risk to suspenders 
or danger of apoplexy. Always being funny, 
everything else strikes them as funny, and 
they are apt to give expression to their en- 
joyment of it by a loud guffaw. They cough 
in a dangerous manner, sneeze explosively, 
blow their probosees as if they were trum- 
pets, and talk loudly. Though these are all 
honest, hearty attributes, still they do not 
make their possessor at all interesting, for, 
as we have said, the interesting young man 
is not only pale and thin, but he is always 
grave and mostly dull. But that is what 
makes him interesting. The fat man has a 
great deal to say and he always says it. ro- 
gardless of the proprieties, but the interest- 
ing young man in reality has nothing to say. 
Still he contrives to make it appear that he 
might say something if he would. In other 
words, he appears to have a mystery about 
him which he may suddenly develop, or 
which may never be developed this side of 
eternity. Though he acts just as every 
one else acts when he is by himself, 
he is tinged with sadness when others are 
about. He has a mission which it is difficult 
to discover, and he walks, talks, eats, drinks, 
admires, and acts unlike the ordinary herd. 
Though entirely commonplace, he must never 
let it be known that he # commonplace. 
Everything that he does must have an air of 
novelty, curiosity, or mystery aboat it. He 
can have no golden mean, He must either 
be es pious as Sr. Curysosrom or as wicked 
as Bon Incxersoun.

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That Cheeky, Resolution of the 
Trade and Labor Council, 


What the Company and the T. M. 0. 
A. Have to Say. 


One of the officiale of the South Side Our 
Comparfy was interrogated last evening recard- 
ing the action of the Trade ana Labor Counell 
Friday evening, with reference to the holding 
of religious services’ at the étreet-car barns. 
Those who read the report of the transactions 
of the meeting of the Trade and Labor Counc), 
will remember that the aforesaid street-car com- 
‘pany was violently assailed because certain 
members of the I. M. C. A. had of late inang- 
urated a series of religious meetings at the 
car barns. It was held by the speakers who 
brought the matter up -that this was 
an unwarranted ipterference with the rights of 
the conductors, drivers, and other employes; 
that they were deprived of their only period of 
enjoyment by being ruthlessly driven to church; 
that, io short, it was an Outrage that the work- 
ingmen must resent. Street-car employes 
needed, they insisted, some time for pl 
and they should be left to empioy it just as they 
saw fit. 

THE OFFICIAL WHO WAS QUESTIONED 
relative to the matter, said: 

“Some three weeks ago a few members of 
the I. M. C. A. circulated a petition among the 
employes of our Company for signatures, set- 
ting forth the fact that they desired to hold re- 
ligious services for the men, and asking if there 
were apy objections on the part of the officers 
of the Company. Ot course there were none. 
We could see no reason why we should inter- 
fere with our emploves’ attending retigious ser- 
vices, and we so told the T. M. C. A. folks that 
if they wanted to hold meet we should not 
object, and if our men wanted to there was 
no reason why we should  ioterfere. 
Thev obtained permission to occupy a piece of 
ground near the Cottage Grove avenue stables 
at Thirty-ninth street. This ground does not 
belong to the Company. Then they got some 
boards and made seats, and have had how | 
good success with the services, J understand. 
A good mauy of the men go, and the result bas 
been pure and bealthfulinits tone. 80 far as 
this being the only hour of the day-when the 
men are at liberty to do as they please is con- 
cerned, it is not true. There is nothing to pre- 
vent a man laving off all day Sunday it he 
chooses to We find that the most of them pre- 
fer to work. The reason the I. M. C. A. folks 
chose the hour was that it was most convenient 
to themselves. Most of the workers have 
church and Sabbath-school duties in other parts 
of the city both forenoon and afternoon, and 
by goiny to the barns early they accomplish just 
so much more labor. I understand that many 
of the men working for the Company cousider 
this action of the Trade and Labor Council an 
unwarranted and tmpertinent interference, and 
that they propose to turn out to-morrow io 
larger nümbers than beretofore. So we may 
expect a rousing meeting. It strikes me that 
the T. M. C. A. are doing a good work.” 

MR. HEMINGWAY.

Now the new 

State law provides that on all milk-wagons and

A CURIOUS HYPOTHETICAL CASE.

Hartrorp, Conn., Aug. 8.— In heats, best 
three in five, a horse not winning a heat in the 
first five shall not start in the sixth unless said 
horse sball have made a dead heat.“ 
viso to this Rule $1 of the Rules and Regula- 
tions of the National-Trotting Association set- 
tied a curious controversy which arose among a 
number of turfmen here a day or two ago re- 
garding the ‘21 class race at Buffalo. 
In this contest, Voltaire and Orange Girl made 
a dead beat of the fifth, and when a telegram 
announcing this was received a bettor ex- 
claimed: ‘‘Weill, it’s a good thing that they 
both had heats to their credit before, for, if they 
hadn't this would have sent them beth to their 
stables.”’ There was a prompt denial of this, 
but even some old turfmen, who oughdt to bave 
known better, shook their heads in doubt. In 
actual experience it is not known that « case 
ever occurred, where, in five heats, a horse which 
has not won a heat was entitled to stay in the 
race by a dead beat, and thus the point presented 
was one in which even those familiar with turf 


practice had no precedent in their own ex- 


perience to refer to. a 
ASbiey ‘horsey “ argument ensued, in which 
the general drift of opinion was that, whatever 
migut be the rule,» previously-unsuecessful 
horse tha so far along in the race 
as the fifth heat, spowed staying pow- 
ers sufficient to make a dead heat 
of Oy onat, in all tairness,to have another show 
for money. But others stuck steadily to 
the familiar rule which sends to his stable anv 
horse that may not have placed a single heat to 
his credit out of five heats, Finally the matter 
was determined by obtaining and consulting the 
official rules, in the saving proviso rezazi- 


ing dead-heats is found. Asa purely hypothet- 


ical case, it is claimed that turfmen generally 
would differ in their opinions, for it is one al- 
most impossible to occur, and for which there is 
no known precedent.

‘quzIR RELATION TO THE BARLY HEBREW 


WRITINGS. 


Lewis G. Janes some months ago delivered in 
Brooklyn, before the Philosophical Society, au 
essay on the Chaldean legenas of the creation, 
full of man, the deluge. From it is taken the 


following excerot: 


The creative process advances in six distinct 
stages, and their order is identical with the first 
account in Genesis. In various fragments of 
the inscriptions, man is called Admi or Adami, 
‘which is precisely the term used in the Bible. In 
the Chaldean legend, however, it is always rep- 
resented as a common designation applicable to 
the race, and never asa proper name. It is also 
sometimes used in this sense in Genesis; i. e., 
„Male and female,created He them, and blesaed 
them, and called their name Adam.” (Gen., v., 
9.) Sir Henry Rawlinson says that the Chal- 
deans recognized two principal races of men: 
the Adamu, or dark race, which was the race 
that fell, and the Sarku, or light race, who re- 

tained their holiness. Traces of this legend are 
’ recognizable in the Bible, two races being there 
mentioned: the sons of Adam and the sons of 
God. In one place we are told that they actually 
intermarried:. The sons of God saw the 
daughters of men that they were fair, and took 
to themselves wives of all which they chose. 


(Gen., vi.. 2.) 


The dragon Tiamat, in the Chaldean legend, 
seems to perform the same office as the serpent 
in Genesis; but in the inscriptions his history is 
given at much greater length, and his appear- 
ance as n tempter is less abrupt and unnatural. 
He was the personification of the original chaos 
of waters out of which the universe was created. 
He is recognized as identical with the Thalatth 
of Berosus, the Babylonian historian, and skin 
to Tbhallassa, the sea, of Greek literature. This 
dragon, the genius of Chaos, was at war with 
the gods and the divine principle of order from 
the beginning. After the fall of man, the god 
Bel, Merodach, or Elu, attacks Tiamat, and 
finally vanquishes bim; a legendary event which 
was a favorable subject of Assyrian and Baby- 
lonian sculptare, but bas been strangeiy misin- 
terpreted by the author of the Apochrypbal 
book, Bel and the Dragon, wherein both Bel 
aud the Dragon are represented as gods who 
were .worshiped by the Babylonians; which is 
very much asif wesbould say that orthodox 
Ubristians worshiped equally Christ and the 


Devil.

MOHAMMEDAN MISSIONS. 
AGGRESSIVE TENDENCIES OF THE MOSLEM RE- 
LIGION. 

The Alliance. 

Max Maller in his Westminster discourse on 
Missions classifies the Moslem religion with the 
Christian as essentially aggressive and mission- 
ary in fits character. This distinction it pre- 
serves to-day as strongly as when it was just 
launched upon. the sea of time. Though cen- 
turies have passed away since the great prophet 
of Arabia avowed his mission, and though the 
system he inaugurated has undergone various 
modifications, it has not ceased to be restlesa, 
expansive, and bent on propoganding itself to 
the ends of the earth. The majority of people 
living in England and America do not realize as 
they should this fact and its significance. They 
have fallen into the easy habit of regarding 
Islamism as practically dead. When the prog- 
ress of the Crescent was checked at Tours, when 
the Moors were driven out of Spain, particularily 
when England subjected India to its yoke, and 
the Sublime Porte was forced to mold its policy 
to suit the demands of Russia, Christian people 
congratulated themselves that the reign of the 


victory was nigh at hand. This impression has 
grown from year to year until it has settled into 
a conviction,—a conviction so strong and com- 
placent that the man who attempts to disturb it 
must be prepared to receive for his pains either 
* — ridieule or the reproaches of his fellow-dis- 
ciples. 

But however the views we submit in this 
brief article may be recardeq or treated, we are 
satisfied that at present there is a most remark- 
able movement, a dissemination of islamism as 
wonderful as the successes which have of late 
attended Christian missions, and which de- 
serves the serious attention of thoughtful 
souls. Dr. Dollinger, of anttinfaliibility fame, 
bas recently issued aw important paper on this 
subject, imparting to the oublic much sug- 
gestive information. He states that in Africa 
whole tribes once- wen to fetish worship have 
become. devout adherents of Mohammed. At 
Sierra Leone a Moslem university is flourishing, 
in which are being educated a thousand young 
men, whosé lives will be as absolutely surren- 
dered to the cause the school represents as were 
the lives of the early soldiers of the Crescent 
who counted it joy to fall in its defense on the 
ficld of battle. In China the foliowers of this 
ancient symbol have increased beyond computa- 
tion, 50,000 residing in Tonquin alone. Among 
the Maylayans and the islanders of the Eastern 
Archipciago it is reported that 18,000,000 have 
been won over to its support; and stili one-fifth 
of the dwellers on the earth are eprolied in its 
army, of whom 50,000. 000 are subjects of ber 
Majesty Queen Victoria. Surely, in view of 
such facts, it is preposterons to talk about the 
deciine of Mohammedanism, or to represent it 
as a huge carcass without a soul. 

There is a very clever story in circulation 
among the orthodox in Boston concerning a 
Unitarian of a very pronounced liberal type, who 
went as a missionary to India. His object was 
the conversion of the heathen, but, alas! the 
heathen converted him, and, instead of adding 
members to the Christian Church, he was bim- 
self added to the Bramo Somaj. This is an amus- 
ing incident, but may it not seriously remind us 
while we are felicitating ourselves on the suc- 
cess of our religion in foreign lands that there 
may be a possibility of our meeting with un- 
expected disaster. that our converts and native 
preachers may share the fate of the unsuspect- 
ing and guileless Upiterian brother. At least 
the facts we have cited should convince us that 
the subjection of the world to Christ is an en- 
terprise of measureless magnitude. We do not 
believe that our converts in Asia or in Africa 
could be easily perveried, but it is weil for us to 
realize the danger to which they are exposed. If 
they are to be lield, and if the Cross is to suc- 
ceed against the Crescent, a new missionary eu- 
thusiasm must thrill the churches; they mast 
cease blaving at preaching the Gospel to ali da- 
tions, as Many of them do, and go at it in down- 
riecht earnestness, with an earnestness that gives 
dollars instead of cents, thousands instead of 
bundreds, and that sends each year an army of 
invasion instead of a mere picket guard ora 
handful of skirmishers. 

While we should not be appalled at aifficul- 
ties in the way of success, we should not under- 
Estimate their magnitude. Let us realize that, 
while Mohammedanism is the only religion that 
can offer resistanve to the onward march of 
Christianity, it can resist, and may do so more 
thoroughly than many persons suppose. It is 
an historic system, and has had triumphs of the 
most stimulating character to inspire it with a 
desire to perpetuate and extend itself. lts 
early teachers Were men of heroism and wis- 
dom. They laid the foundation of their political 
power in equitable laws, and diligently cultivat- 
ed the drts and sciences. Their Empire was as 
enlightened and as unrivaled for its prosperity 
as any of their Christian neighbors. The schools 
at Bagdad, Toledo, Cordova, Seville compared 
favorably with the infant universities of Eu- 
gland and France. Indeed, students from 
Europe soucht them, and the revival of learn- 
ing. and even the Reformation, may be traced 
indirectiy to their influence. With such 
memories clustering round their faith, 
with traditions of warlike acbievements 
and of. civil triumphs associated with it, 
must not its professors see in its renewed suc- 
cess a resuscitation of their political suprem- 
acy, and a vivaication of their ancestors? Api- 
mated by such motives, will they not contend 
for every inch of ground? and, able to appeal 
to such a record, must they not in the nature of 
things possess immense advantages in dealing 
with people who are more closely allied te them 
by blood than to Western nations? 

It is also well known that every Mohammedan 
is a missionary, while the same cannot be said 
ef every Christian; for, alas! maoy by their in- 
consistencies in the East counteract the whole- 
some influence of those who go there to preach 
the Gospel. As we consider these hindrances 
to our success, the impressinn gains that it can 
never be complete without a struggle between 
Christianity and Islamism as fierce avd grand 
as that which is now known as the old Cru- 
sades. Not that we may expect it todegeverate 
into a conflict weged with carnal weapons, 
—though that is not im brobable, —dut a battle 
that shall be fought with learoing and logic, 
and with speech and pen. Unless we greatly 
err, Christianity must stand the test 
of tbe subtle, scrutinizing, and search- 
ing acumen of the East as never before, 
and must be able to maintain itself in the face 
of this bostility.—a hostility more fatal than the 
lances of the Saracen. But if we shail only take 
a just measure of the opposition, if we shall 
cease going on in intrepid stapidity, and shall! 
adapt means to the end we seek; if we shall 
send out scholarly missionaries, and enough of 
them; if we shall find and maintain schools of 
learning in the East,.and if we shall diligently 
seek to win the children to our side, with the 
blessing of God upon our efforts, we may defy 
all that Islam may array against us; for there is 

in pure Christianity an inherent vitality which 
guarantees its success. But if we are half-neart- 
ed iu our work, if we are penurious and narrow, 
if we are simply seeking markets for our mer- 
chandise, and are not impelled by any wortby 
motive or strengthened by any heavenly connec- 
tion, we shall not only lose the ground we have 
already gained, bus the humiliation which rest- 
ed for a time on the Cross when the Crescent 
waxed mignty on the tented field once more 
shall obscure ite glory. May we be saved from 
such ashame! But, should it fall upon us, we 
believe that it cannot be perpetual, for, as. the 
crusaders from defeat learut at last the secret 
of victory, so sbail the Church, and before ber 
spiritual potency the Cresceat go down forever.

EXILED GERMAN BISHOPS. 
WHY BMPEROR WILLIAM'S AMNESTY DOES NOT 

INCLUDE THEM. 

The Rev. Dr. Joseph P. Thompson, formerly 
of this city, now of Berlin, writes an interest- 
ing letter to the Independent, in which he says 
that there is a good deal of surprise manifested 
in the German Capital because the names of the 
Roman Catholic Bishops and priests, who have 
been proscribed for refusing to submit to the 
so-called Falk laws, do not appear in the list of 
the 800 persons amnestied on the Emperor 
William’s golden wedding. For nearly a 
year, the Doctor says, there had been 
rumors of i some compact of the 
Pussian Government with the Pope, by which 
these ecclesiastics should be restored to their 
functions upon some technical profession of al- 
legiance to thé State, and the Falk laws sbould 
fall into abeyance as a dead letter. The public 
bad been curious and alarmed at the strange in- 
timacy which had sprung up between Bismarck 
and Wiodhorst, leader of the Ultramontaues, 
his most pugpacious and thorny opponent. It 
was plain that Windborst and his partv had 
agreed to support the Chancellor in his new 


| policy of protection, and it is through the ad- 


hesion of this once hostile party that on the 
tariff question the Chancellor has been able to 
wield a majority in Parliament against his old 
supporters, the National Liberals. Nobody 
could believe that this support was pledged 
without a consideration. Some fancied that this 
considération would be given in restoring the 
throve of Hanover to the Duke of Cumberland; 
but all expectation in that quarter bas died ont. 
Then it was rumored that the exiled clergy were 
to be restored, and that a new Concordat was to 
be established between the Prussian Govern- 
ment and Rome. It was believed that the golden 
wedding would be the occasion for divulging 
these new arrangements, and the friends of 
Mioister Falk were in hourly expectation ot bis 
compulsory resignation. But the day has passed, 
and there is no hint of amnesty for the exiled 
Catholic A It now leaks out that this had 
been contemplated, but was hindered by iusuper- 
able obstacles, 

“The truth,“ says Dr. Thompson, seems to 
be that Prince Bismarck, whose governing poli- 
cy is the interest of to-day, irrespective of the 
measures of yesterday, was willing to concillate 
the party of the Centre, for the sake of their 
support in his financial schemes for the army. 
But when a compromise over the Falk laws was 
hinted at, the feeling of the people was roused 

inst aoy retrocession of the Goverument be- 
fore the Catholic clergy. Many who deprecated 
those laws at the first now feel that the dignity 
and supremacy of the Government are involved 
in their suoport. But the chief obstacle to a 
compact with the Roman Catholic clergy lies in 
the fact that last year, when acting in the name 
of the Emperor, the Crown Prince addressed a 
letter to the Pope, to which he said that any 
plan of reconciliation between the Prussiau Goy- 
ernment and the Pope must broceed upon the 
basis of the submission of the clergy to the au- 
thority of the State according to the laws. This 
declaration, of course, carried with it the full 
authority of the Emperor. Now, the Crown 
Prince, being no longer in office, cannot revoke 
or modify the words of that official letter. he 
Emperor could not cancel that letter without 
repudiating the action of his son, to whom he 
had delegated his power, and thus creating dis- 
sension throughout the Empire. Thus the 
Bishops and clergy who defied the laws are 
balked of their amnesty.“ 

But this gives new pungeney to the ecclesi- 
astical controversy, which had begun to subside. 
A violent Ultramontane in Parliament, Von 
Schorlener, has sketched the situation with pun- 
gent satire. The treaty just made between 
Germany and the Samoan Islands guarantees 
absolute freedom of conscience and of worship 
to the subjects of both Powers. Schorlener ex- 
claims: O happy Samoans! We Catholics in 
Prussia, in the free exercise of religion, are hiu- 
dered to the last degree by gendarmes and the 
police. By this treaty, the Samoans miy have 
free play for their priests in Germany, while 
our priests are punished if they administer the 
sacraments or read a mass to the dying. Though 
we are not heathen, like the Samoans, and have 
not, like them, the fatal custom of satiating 
our appetite upon our human neighbors, yet 
we are unrelentingly made a sacrifice to the 
Kulturkampt by the Ministry and its allies.” 
ignoring eutirely the fact that Catholic priests 
in Prussia, supported by the State, had refused 
to swear allegiance to the State, this speaker 
follows out his contrast with the Samoans with 
merciless ridicule, 

While the Catholic controversy is thus bitter- 
ly reviewed, the evangelical clergy of Prussia 
do not seem wise to know their opportunity. 
By long custom, and till recently by law, every 
Prussian who was neither Catholicor Jew was 
held to be born and was compelled to be bap- 
tized, confirmed, and marriea withia the pale of

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This work, comprising 1,000 pages less one, is 
a marvel of labor and research. It is a further 
installment in the execution ofa great purpose 
undertaken dy its author,—viz.: the investiga- 
tion of the character of the Oriental religions and 
their relation to tha/ religiou which contains uni- 
versal elements, or is governed by universal 
laws, such as historical continuity, reaction, 
ideal demand and supply. Such a universal re- 
ligion, though it exists not in a concrete form, 
may be justly idealized and reasoned upon. It 
is, in other words, the religion of humanity. 
The design of the author, then, would be to de- 
tect these elements or laws in the religions he 
surveys, and so bring them within the common 
nexus that, so far, binds together the buman 
race, and, we may add, proves its common orig- 
in and eventual destiny. The vast labor re- 
quired for such inquiry, and the penetration 
neceskary for carrying it out with any bope of 
success, must be evident to all. The religions 
of the East, except Christianity, are still, as far 
of them goes, wrapt in ob- 
rns India, its sacred books 
have vet tobe translated. What we know of 
the Vedas leaves us almost as ignorant of the 
genius of the Indian mind as we were before. 
They are grand io their simplicity, but 
aninstructive in the solution of the great ques- 
tions which, if they did not grow out of them, 
followed after them, and perplexed the minds of 
thousands of subtle thinkers. We have only a 
fragmentary knowledge of the Upanishads, and 
the whole of the Indian theology ts founded on 
these. Witn respect to the Vedanta, although 
we have excellent summaries of its doctrine, yet. 
votil the formidable list of Upanishads named 
by Colebrooke at the beginning of Sec. 9 of his 
work on the Philosophy of the Hindus” be 
translated, we cannot be said to have a thorough 
knowledge of its origin and development. Mr.

Each 
division might, indeed, be the subst&nce of a 
separate treatise. ‘The Only fear we have is that

The back drapery is of 
silk cut full and straight, simply hemmed, and 
bunched up irregularly. overskirt and 
lower skirt are attached permanently to one 
belt, and are put on as one garment. 

HOW TO BRIGHTEN BLACK SILK DRESSES. 

To brigbten up black silk suits for young la- 
dies a great deal of color has been used during 
the summer, and will reappear in winter 
dresses. Ihe gavest design is the Scotch plaid 
trimmings of velvet in regular clan tartan pat- 
terns, that form paniers, borders, vests, a wide 
belt, cuffs, and collar. The gay Stuart and Rob 
Roy plaids that have a great deal of red and 
yellow are liked..by brunettes, while the blue 
and green mixed plaids are used by blondes. 
Dresses made for less youthful ladies have the 
trimmings of soft twilled silks, brocaded in Per- 
sian patterns of many rich colors and of most 
intricate designs. As these silks are soft, they 
make graceful full draperies, such as shirred 
vests, or surplice scarfs, or the new sbirred 
guimpes that are inserted like plastrons io 
squares or in ts.

The United States Sub-Treasury, in common 
with the other Government offices in this city, 
has been compelled for years to put up with 
quarters in the Government 

which, in addition to being dark and ili-ven- 
tilated, are rather on the “cabined, cribbed, 
ovfined order,” so different from the ideal 
beadquarters of. an important branch of the 
Goverument service. In a room whose dimen- 
gions are not more than 20 by 34, and in which 
frequent calciminings and an almost steady use 
‘of gaslight during certain months of the year 
gre necessary jn order to repair the lack of 
sunlight by artificial methods, in a room con- 
taining two large burgiar-proof safes, but al- 
most entirely deficient of protection from the 
outside except such as is afforded by the pres- 
ent insufficient watch force, are locked up 
onan average from $3,000,000 to $8,000,000, 
awbile the amount of business transacted iv 
‘the way of receipts and disbursements wil! 
 gyerage something like $80,000,000 a year. If 
there is any department of the Government 
business which needs more room, more light, 
and better accommodations generally, or whose 
importance requires the early completion of the 
new Government Building, once inside of which 
it will be presumably safe from the assaults of 
burglar or mob, or the ravages of fire, it is the 
the designated depository of 
Government funds, the local branch of the 
United States Treasury at Washington. 
THE SUB-TREASURY 
does its work quietly and modestly. Outside 
of the usual! daily item to the effect that 4o 
much silver was redeemed or paid out by the 
Sub-Treasurer and bis assistants, it is an office 
that rarely gete into pgint. During the com- 
paratively recent rush for refunding certifi- 
cates, more people made its acquaintance 
probably than had ever known that there was 
such a place before. The number of persons 
who, in the ordinary course of their lives, have 
occasion to visit this Government bank, as it 
were, or who know anvthing as to the use it 
serves, the business it does, or the methods by 
which it does it, is comparatively small, so that 
something that will serve to post the others up 
In these particulars may be read with some 
degree of interest. 

The reader has gained, from the above some 
idea as to what the room looks like. It is the 
first room to the left of the hall on entering the 
Custom-House from Arcadecourt.

CHARLES FECHATER. 
Special Correspondence of The Tribune, 

Pula butt, Aug. 7.—All that was mortal 
of Charles Fechter bas been laid to rest in 
Mount Vernon Cemetery, where nothing more 
than a modest stone, if even that, will be raised 
to mark the grave of the greatest romantic actor 
of our day, the associate of Rachel, the friend of 
Dickens, Collins, Lemon, and Reade, and, only 
a few short years ago, the idol of the best class 
of theatre-coers in this country. All his life at 
war with fate, be surrendered at last, and. as he 
died, left word thatthe face of the conquered 
should not be shown after all was over. 

It is related that, after the fina) quarrel at the 
Comedie Francaise, by reason of being refused 
the third debut, to whitch he was entitled, and 
had seen the salaries of ali but himself raised, 
he went to Londom. Upon his performances in 
that city the Queen and the Prince-Consort were 
constant In their attendafce, and D’Orsay and 
Louis Napoleon, then in exile. often went be- 
hind the scenes to chat with the rising young 
actor. it was on the last night of the engage- 
ment that Napoleon stretched out his hand and 
said, with feeling emphasis, ‘‘ The next time we. 
meet will be in the Tuileries.” 

“That is somewhat doubtful,” replied the 
actor. for I really do not intend to be King.“ 

“No,” returned the other. but 1 intend to 
do Emperor,“ and the tone was that of 
prophecy, vot of boasting. They did not meet 


| again until the Emperor received the actor in 


the Tuileries. went to see him act at Fontaine- 
bleau, and at the close of the performance took 
off his watch and chain and begged his accept- 
ance of them. Napoleon could look ahcad a 
year or two. Could either have seen a genera- 
tion to come, think you he would have cared to 
fulfill bie destiny? 

It was in 1851 that the actor, already a rcign- 
ing favorite, taught George Sind 4 lesson she 
had never yet had set for her. He had been 
busy during the previous three years, acting all 
the time. first at the Ambigu, then at the 
Historique and the Porte Ste. Martin. He bad 
in that time created seven characters of totally 
different types, and acted the “Corsican 
Brothers during a run of a hundred nights. 

George Sand had written Claudie “ for the 
theatre, and, after the first reading, Boccage, 
one of the company who had gone with Fechter 
to London on his secassion from the Francaise, 
said: We can offer you nothing in this piece. 
play the old man, which is the leading part, 
and there. is nothing else good enough for 
you.” 
~ Op the contrary,“ rejoined Fechter, I have 
taken a fancy to the blowbov.““ 

„What, the third part in the piece?” 

„Never mind; we will see what can be made 
out of it.“ 

The piece was mounted. Mme. Sind came on 
from Nohant to see the dress-rebearsal. At the 
end of the tiret act Fechter beard an excited dia- 
logue in the dressing-room next bis own. 

“Tt will kill Claudie, said Mme. Sand; 1 
will not permit such an outrage. If vou allow 
that man to act, I will withdraw the * * 

But. my dear madame.“ replied Boccage, 
that man, as you call him, is doing you a 
great honor. Tou don't know ‘what vou are 
talking about; he bas taken an inferior part out 
of compliment to you, and will act itas no one 
else can.“ 

But the irate novelist would not hear any- 
thing. and left with threats on ber lips. 

“What’s the matter, Boccage?’’ 
Fechter. . 

“ Why, that foolish woman says you shan’t 
play in Claudie.“ She’s made a plowboy and 
is disgusted because you dress him in peasant’s 
clothes and give him a patois.”’ 

„Very well, then. I refuse the part. I won't 
go on with the rebearsal.“ 

But we are Jost if you do not. For my 
sake, pav no attention to her, and go. through 
your part.“ 

Boccage finally persuaded the indignant young 
man, and he put on his street dress, and spoke 
the purest of French, until Mme. Sand ex- 
claimed: “Whatacharming young man! He 
did not act in this way before.“ Fechter had 
made a gentleman of her plowboy. * Now,“ 
said he, at the conclusion of the rehearsal, * if 
I can’t do that part as I feel it oucht to be done, 
I will not do it at all. Mme. Sand can write, 
but she bas proved that she does not know the 
meaning of acting. She has insulted me. and I 
have Jone with her.“ There was more expostu- 
lation, but Fechter adhered to bis determina- 
tion, and it was finally agreed that he should do 
the part as he liked. He made the success of 
the play, and, as the curtain fell on the first 
night. Mme. Sind cried, Take me to him, 
that I may know bim.“ “I refuse to know 
Mme, Sand,” was Fechter's reply. ‘ You 


asked 


‘peed not bring her. I do not forget an insult.“ 


Later she wrote Mauprat for the man who re- 
fused to know her and refused to accept the 


rt. 

Knowing what we do of his long and singu- 
larly successful career abroad, we wonder less 
at the high band with which he carried things 
in this country. He had been here less than 
seven months when Mr. Arthur Cheney, of Bos- 
ton, flushed with a vear or two of successful 
management, for which credit was due alone to 
the skill, good taste, and judgment ot poor John 
Selwyn,—the man who first undertook to set a 
stage in this country, and who, save Augustin 
Daly, had more ideas than he ever had before of 
the science of stage management,—secured him 
as manager and leading actor of the Globe The- 
atre. It will be many a vear before we see such 
a company again. Mr. James W. Wallack was 
to divide the leading business with Mr. Fechter; 
Harry Murdoch was one of the Saga oh 
George H. Griffiths, the old mau; W. J. Le- 
Moyne and Harry Pearson, cecbntrie and 
character; Stuart Robson, low comedy; 
with such men as H. F. Daly, For- 
tescue, Josephs, and Ketchum for utility: 
while the ladies comprised Miss LeClereq. one 
of the most accomplished actresses that En- 
gland ever sent us, Mrs. Frank 8. Chanfrau, 
Melinda Jones, and Miss Kitty Blanthard. It 
was a stormy season.

When he first came to this country gossip 
very soon settled it that Miss LeClercg was his 
wife. and those who remember them as far back 
as 1870 will recall tne fact that their intimacy 
gave color to such a report.

Miss LeClercg was 
to him a8 a dear sister, but he had in Paris a be- 
loved wife and two dear children to whose arms 
he was all impatient to fiv, and excusing the 
absence of his wife from his side 
on the ground of the children’s educa- 
tion, which made it necessary for ber to remain 
abroad. But he never returned. After a single 
season together, Miss LeClercq left him, and 
from that time his star began to grow dim.

Roasevelt will, we fre 
informed, make her debut in New York, in Verdi's 
opera, La Traviata,” in September. She wiil be 
supported by some excellent artista engeged ex- 
presely to support her.

Leviellle, mezzo-soprano: M. Comm. the basso. 
end Mr. George Leitest, the solo-planiet. a pupil 
of Liszt and Rubinstein, as chef dorchestre. Ne- 
frotiations are pending with other celebrities to 
make the troupe more complete. M. Coulon does 
not announce opera with unheard-of grandeur; it 
seems to be his wish simply te. surround 
Mile. Roosevelt with worthy artista, who will 
second his yonng prima donna eatiefactorily. 
The operas to de given are Ia Traviata, 
Otello,“ Faust, Les Noces de dJean- 
nette“ (the chef d'@uvre of Victor Masse, author 
of **Paal and Virginia’), for the firet time in 
America. and Les Amante de Verone by the 
Marquis d'ivry. for the firat time in America. The 
repertoire meludes Rigolétto,” **Sonnambula,” 
Lucia.“ Donizetti's Don Pasquale.’ The 
tenor; Girardi, 1* sald to have the voice of Tamber- 
lik. and has been engaged expressly for the Orello, 
Mile. Roosevelt singing Desdemona. Perngini is 
well known, and is at present at the Grand Opera 
of Naples. Opera will only ve given in the largest 
cities, while grand operatic concerts and complete 
scenes from the best operas will make the pro- 
gramme for the smaller ones The troupe, thouen 
small, ia very complete. M. Coulon has already 
sailed for America.

Albdant, after the 
English provincial festivals. will give eight per- 
formances at the Teatro Pergola of Florence. the 
theatre where the late Mr. Gye first ‘‘discovered” 
her. After her Italian season tue lady will give 
performances in Brussels. the Hague, and Amster- 
dam. Mlle. Zare Thalberg will also probably have 
a tour throngh Switzerland, while other members 
of the company are eogaged in various parte of 
Eurove. What Mr. Gye may do next year is au- 
other matter.

DEEP-SEA SOUNDINGS. _ 


Greatest Depth Ever Reached, 
Capt. George E. Belknap, U. 8. N., in a sce 
ond article on deep-sea soundings, published ia 
the United Service for July, has brought out 
some of the results of the Tuscarora’s work in 
the Pacific Ocean which should not be overlook- 
ed while the brilliant record of the Challenger 
is engaging attention. The Tuscarora was 
equipped for the work of deep-sea sounding 
under Capt. Belknap, at Mare Islaud, in the Bay 
of San Francisco, during the summer of 1873, 
and, after some preliminary reconnoissances, 
sailed from Cape Flattery, Sept. 17, and o¢gan 
sounding on alive which was to extend to Yoko- 
hama, by the way of the Alentian Islands, 
After a run of 1,100 miles the ship came back to 
Puget’s Sound, the, deepest of the twenty-five 
casts which were made being in 2,584 fathoms 
While returning to San Francisco eighty-three 
soundings were made “ off-and-on,’’ to ascertain 
the true continental outline. The submerged 
Pacific coast was found to be very abrugt 
in its descent, and a run of seventy miles 
would sometimes disclose a fall of 
two and a quarter miles (2, 000 fathoms). Later 
in the a continuance of soundings south to 
San Diego, Cal., revealed the same outline. 
Should the waters retreat. says Belknap, the 
continent would appear ‘“ buttressed and das- 
tioned like an immense fortress.”

ous state of the elements by declaring that the 
Berth was growing rapidly colder. Every day, 
in the Opitiion of the Avademicien,” brought 


us bearer to the terrible hour when the Eartn, 


the Moon, and the Sun itself, would cease to 
have a particle of heat or life, This gradual 
jefrigeration, now chiefly felt in the regions 
knowns as Temperate, would presently—within 
a few hundreds of thousands of years—invade 
the Tropics; and at last the miserable remnant 
of the buman family, driven slowly together by 
the necessity of finding heat, on the line of the 
Equator, 
WOULD CEASE TO EXIST. . 

The seas and oceans would freeze, the Earth 
would harden, au eternal stillness wouid suc- 
ceed the restless being of to-day; and only in 
some distant planet would the ever-new and 
never censing miracle of Creation occur. M. 
Flammarion does not commit himself to such 
rash and confident anticipations as the Figaro 
scientist; byt his bypothesis, that the rain is 
due to the disappearance of the famous spots 
on the sun we used to hear so much about, is 
perhaps as well worth consideration. In the 
present state of meteorological science, little 
enough is known with certainty of the morrow; 
and yet see what strides weather-wisdom has 
made since the death of poor Fitzroy! The 
Herald alone has accomplished wonders. With 
ten or a hundred Hera de taking notes at differ- 
ent points of the two hemispheres, what might 
we not be able to foretell in twenty years! 

As it is, M. Fammarion's strange hypotheses, 
the hardy vaticinations of Academicians—of 
Etam pes or others—are practically of small in- 
terest. We care much more to be told of some 
pleasant way of passing time when it does rain 
than to be informed simply that it is going to 
rain. Of all cities, Parisis the one in which 
outward things should least affect the spirits. 
We are not, as the unfortunate Londoners, re- 
ducea to a score of clubs and the theatres for 
amusement in wet weather. 

EVERY INDOOR DISTRACTION, 
almost, is at band.

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as Dr. De Wolf says, the water iu the Twenty- 
second-street sewer is clean to wash 
your bands, the water poured into the canal 
would be as clean, and should oe cleaner. This 
statement of the Doctor shows on a small 
scale just what would be the result were the 
whole of the city sewage treated as the water in 
the Twenty-second street sewer. The catch- 
basins act as my proposed settling-tanks, the 
heavy part being “ blown out,“ instead of re- 
moved by hand, as now, from the catch-basins. 
Consider this Twenty-second street example a 
little more. Were this sewer ten feet wide and 
six feet deep, with the same quantity of water 
running through it, the cuerent would 
be very sluggish; the heavy part of 
the sewage’ held in suspension would 
rapidly decompose, and then the water, 
instead of being clear, would have all the ap- 
pearance and characteristics of our present 
river-water. A quick, rapid movement of the 
water, and the heavy part removed, makes all 
the difference between the present river-water 
and that in the Twenty-second-street sewer. 

But to return to our plan. The solid matter 
left at the settling beds would be dried, deodor- 
ized, or treated ia any way that experience 
might show to be most advantageous. This 
product would have a commercial value, and, as 
our lands need manure in some shape, this 
would be the cheapest and best vroduct that 
could be had. As this uct became better 
known, and its value in ineressed crops ascer- 
tained practically, the city would derive a fair 
income from this now despised and troublesome 
sewage. 

It may be weil, in closing, to follow the sew- 
age water after the solid matter has deen re- 
moved, tnd see howit behaves. lin the first 
place, the sewage matter held in solution, 
not suspension; is very volatile, and ready, at 
the slightest ocation, to “break up and 
unite — with oxygen and many other 
elements, and become comparatively harmless. 
Not having a large body of solid, organic mate- 
rial to draw from, it would soon become puri- 
fied, and the inhabitants living aloug the line of 
the canai and river would not have cause of 
complaint, as now, from the foul effluvia arising 
from decaying sewage matter. By our present 
system we are filling the river and canal with 
the solid part of the sewage, to rot and decom- 
pose, and, as it becomes more volatile, to de 
taken up and pass slowly,on its way to the IIli- 
nois River. 

I wish dere to quote from the Lawrence 
(Mass.) Water-Works reports for the year 1876, 
showing how differently sewage mixed with 
ruuumg water and kept in motion acts than 
when left to stagnate: 

One of the most remarkable qualities of run- 
ning water is that of self-purification. It has bee 
reveatediy shown that when the most noxious 
ter has been thrown into a running stream ail trace 
of it has disappeared in the course of a few miles. 
Portions of it are doubtless absorbed by the growth 
of aquatic vegetation; other parts are removed and 
consumed by fishes; but to chemical action is due 
the most important part of the of purifica- 
tion. An analysie made by Dr. Hasenclaver of 
waters taken from the Merrimac River at Law- 
rence shows that the water retains at Lawrence no 
serious traces of the imparities received at Lowell 
and above. Other analyses, made at Haverhill, show 
thatany additional impurities received at Law- 
rence are dissipated before reaching that place. 

Ir the sewage from cities like Lowell, Law- 
rence, Nashua, Mancbester, and Concord do not 
seriousiy injure the water for domestic use at 
Haverbill, where all the solid matter flows into 
the Merrimac from the cities named, it wanld 
seem safe to conclude that, if most of the solid 
matter held in suspension was removed in the 
method pro rom Chicago sewage, no 
serious objection could be urged against its 
passage down the canal and into the Lilinois 
River. | 
This sewage question has got to be met. 
While not expect immediate action will be 
taken, a general ssion of this subject 
should be invited, all plans methods dis- 
cussed in a fair and candid spirit, and in time 
some plan will be found practicable and worthy 


of adoption. 

Any one having given thought to this subject 
should be desired to present his views. A com- 
mittee of citizens, representative men, should 
be apvointed.—our best dry goods man, our 
best grocer, lawyer, doctor, farmer, engineer, 
mechanic, builder, sewermaa, chemist, etc. Let
